The members of the committee have 
departed for Ouray, where the deposed 
men are making preparations to march 
to Telluride, accompanied .by an armed 
escort provided by the miners’ unions

As the citizens who drove the 
miners out of Telluride declare they 
will not be permitted to return, _a 
pitched battle may occur if they per- 
sist in their purpose. . 

Gov. Peabody declared today that he 
would take steps to prevent the march- 
ing of armed bodies of men into Tel- 
luride. 

“The Constitution and the laws do not 

permit the mobilizing or marching of 
armed bodies of men without the sanc- 
tion of the Governor, and I propose to 
see that it is not done in this case,” he 
said. The remedy of these men is the 
injunction.”

that all printing used and ordered by | 


the city must bear the union label. 
Resolutious have been adopted by 
the Council providing that only 
“union cigars” might be sold in the 
city parks; that only union _ brick- 
layers should be employed in public 
work; that union men should be 
given the preference in all classes of 
labor performed by the city, ete., 
etc. 

This manifest abuse of authority 
and perversion of justice very natur- 
ally, in course of time, brought about 
vigorous protests on the part of the 
class of persons discriminated 
against in so flagrant a manner. 
These protests at length took the 
form of an appeal to the Council 
from the Manufacturers’ and Bulld- 
ing Trades Association of Grand 
Rapids, and many others, asking 
that all rules, resolutions and ord- 
nances discriminating between 
union and non-union labor in the 
awarding of city contracts be re- 
seinded. This petition brought the 
question squarely before the Coun- 
cil, in such a manner that the issue 
could not well be evaded. The 
Council referred the petition to a 
special committee, consisting of the 
Committee on Ordinances and the 
City Attorney. After due considera- 
tion, that committee reported in ef- 
fect that the Council had no legal 
right, in the letting of city contracts, 
to prohibit the employment of non- 
union or of union men, nor in any 
way to discriminate between differ- 
ent classes of workmen. “The rule 
is as old as our institutions,“ said 
the report, “that all men are equal 
before the law, and that discrimina- 
tion in favor of or against certain 
members of any class of our citizens 
is not legal. The decisions of the 
Supreme Court of this State,” contin- 
ued the report, “several times pro- 
nouneed by such court, appear to be 
final and conclusive against such leg- 
islation, either by the Legislature or 
the Common Council of this city. The 
Legislature itself is held to be pow- 
erless to enact such laws, and the 
Common Council is still more limited, 
aS the Legislature can efiact any law 
not prohibited by State or Federal 
Constitution, while the city can only 
pass ordinances authorized by the 
State Legislature, and also not in 
conflict wich the Constitution.“ 

This is, of course, sound common 
sense as well as good law. The jus- 
tice of the proposition that “ynder the 
law of the land all men Rost be 
treated alike” is so obvi that it 
cannot be successfully asgailed by 
any interest or from any point of 
view. That this simple and self-ap- 
parent principle of abstract justice 
should be ignored in any American 
community is a matter for astonish- 
ment and wonder. 

It is not probable that there will be 
any attempt to set aside the dictum 
of the conclusion arrived at, as above 
noted, in Grand Rapids. The City 
Attorney, Hor. Moses Taggart, was 
formerly Attorney- General for the 
State, and his knowledge of the law 
served to make the report of the spe- 
cial committee, of which he was a 
member, especially valuable. The 
Coupeil was evidently convinced of 
the correctness of the position taken, 
for it promptly adopted the report 
and recommendation of tha commit- 
tee by a vote of 15 to 6. Hereafter, 
in the letting of contracts for public 
work in Grand Rapids, the principle 
of the “open shop” will prevail. 
There will be no discrimination as 
between union and non-union work- 
men, and it is barely possible that 
the atmosphere of the public parks |

sustained. A private citizen who em- 
ploys others may discriminate for or 
against union men, if he so .lesires. 
But public employment is a far dit- 
ferent proposition. All citizens are 
equally entitled to the benefits and 
the opportunities of government. It 
is clearly evident that when the gov- 
ernment, either local or general, dis- 
criminates as between one citizen and 
another, or between one class of cit- 
igens and another class, it abrogates 
its proper functions to the extent 
of such discrimination. “Under the 
law of the land, all men must be 
treated alike.” 


LOGICAL SUGGESTION. 

Clark Howell of Atlanta, Ga., 
member of the National Democratic 
Committee, is out in an interview in 
which he deciares that “the politica: 
embargo on Southern Presidential 
candidates must end after the present 
election,” and he suggests that Sen- 
ator Bailey of Texas should be made 
the candidate of the Democratic 
party for President in 1908. a 

To the most casual observer it 
must be apparent that in fixing upon 
the year 1908 as the time for the in- 
carnation of the Southern temocratic 
candidate for President, Mr. -Howell 
is looking an unnecessarily long way 
into the future. Why not 1904, in- 
stead of 1908? Why put off for four 
years what might be done in this 
present year of our Lord? Delays 
are dangerous. There is no telling 
what may happen in four years. 

The suggestion of Mr. Howell is 
logicai—eminently As nearly all 
the Democratic e ral votes come 
from the South, why should not the 
South furnish the candidate. Is it 
not, indeed, the logicay right of ‘the 
South, not merely to dictate the nom- 
ation, but to furnish the candidate 
to be voted for? What Democrat, 
what Republican, North or South, 
can answer this question in the nega- 
tive and defend his answer? Can 
any valid reason be brought forward 
for expecting the faithful Southern 
delegates in the National Democratic 
conventions to go on whooping it up 
quadrennially for some Northern 
man for the office of Chief Executive, 
when there is such & superabun- 
dance of good Presidential tim- 
ber south of Mason and Dixon's line, 
where most of the Democratic votes 
are? The thought, now that Mr. How- 
ell has called attention to the sub- 
ject, is certainly repugnant, and it is 
clear that something oughi to be 
done to remedy a state of affairs 
that is fast becoming intolerable. 

It is a fair presumption, of course, 
that in mentioning Senator Bailey of 
Texas for this great honor in 1908, 
Mr. Howell spoke somewhat at ran- 
dom and indefinitely, so to speak; for 
it is net to be supposed that he would 
care to maintain that Senator Bailey 
is the only man in the South upon 
whom this sqperlative honor might 
properly be bestowed. There ig ex- 
Gov. Hogg of the same great State, 
who might with propriety be con- 


sidered in this connection. And there 


are others without limit—Messrs. 
Tillman, Daniel, Gorman, Morgan, 
Carmack, Bacon, Money, McLaurin, 
Pettus, and others in the Senate, to 
say nothing of numerous statesmen 
in the House of Representatives who 
are, as it were, ripe for the honor. 

As we have said, why wait unt! 
1908 to do tardy justice to the South 
in this matter? Is it not apparent to 

farsighted observer that now is 

accepted time? The esteemed 
Democracy is greatly in need of a 
candidate: not that there is any 
dearth of material, but rather that 
there is large and lamentable uncer- 
tainty as to just where and upon 
whom the honor should fall. Why 
not set all doubt at rest, once and 
forever, by giving the nomination to 
the South in this yelr of grace, 1904? 
The South has the Democratic elec 
toral votes, and- it seems almost ap 
axiom that where the votes are to 
be found there the candidate should 
be found also.

Joseph Brilliant a sheep-herder in the

“My union is not in the Council of 
Labor, and if I can help it, it never 
will be. My people don’t want the 
counctl to dictate to them, or to repre- 
sent them. We are willing to work in 
harmony with the council and on gen- 
eral principles affiliate with some cen- 
tral body, but when it comes to plgring 
ourselves in a position of dependence 
and where our liberties would be cir- 
cumscri . we object.” 

In the discussion that followed 
Carthy received a jar.

PROVIDENCE WAS KIND. 
Narrow Escape of Carload of Pas- 
sengers Piloted Down First Street 
by Green Motorman. 

“There she goes! Save yourselves!” 
This was the cry, accompanied by a 
jolt, a swaying motion, a_smashing 
sound, and a sudden stop close to the 
sidewalk, that startled eighteen pas- 


sengers on a First-street car, bound 
down the hill, at the corner of Olive, 
shortly after 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning.
